PJOs localed PO L. Kerr #4871 on scene. PO Ken- relaled the following information in essence but not verbatim. PO Kerr related 
lhal on 06-JUN-2014, he was assigned to the Gang Enforcement Unit (6EU). He related lhat he was dressed in civilian clothing 
with his police credentials evident, PO Kerr related that his call sign was 672 8C- He related that he was riding in the backseat of an 
unmarked Chicago Police Department (CPD) vehicle (vehicle number He relaled that 

the police vehicle was an SUV. PO Kerr related lhat PO J. Alonso #18523 was driving the vehicle while PO J. Bentley #13297 was 
riding in the front passenger seat. PO Kerr related lhat he, along with the aforementioned potice ofTicers, were working on a gang 
team wilh PO L. Simmons #13466 and PO M. Wrobel #11888. PO Kerr related lhat PO Simmons and PO Wrobel were working in 
a separate unmarked CPD vehicle on the date of this incident. 

PO Kerr related that he had received iniormation earlier in his tour of duty on 06-JUN-2014 from an anonymous source. PO Kerr 
related that the anonymous source told him that a male black named ’’Malik" was carrying a gun while riding around in a Buick 
vehicle near the area of 93/Wallace. PO Kerr related that he shared this information wilh the previously named police officers. 

PO Kerr related ifiat a Buick {matching the descrlplion given by the anonymous source) was located by PO Wrobel and PO 
Simmons near 9351 S. Wallace SI, PO Kerr related tfrat PO Wrobel and PO Simmons were able to obtain the license ptate affixed 
i to the Buick. PO Kerr related lhat he and his partners were able to run the license plate via their Personal Data Terminal (POT). He 
related that the license plale came back to Malik Shabazz. 

PO Kerr relaled that he and (he other police officers formulaied a surveillance plan. PO Kerr related that PO Simmons and PO 
: Wrobel were to conduct visual surveillance on the vehicle while he, PO Alonso, and PO Bentley waited in a dlfferenl localion in 
anticipaiion that the vehicle w'ould eventually drive off, PO Kerr related that he, PO Alonso, and PO Bentley wailed in (heir 
I unrnarked vehicle near the area of 93/Pam0ll. 

Kerr related thal PO Simmons and PO Wrobel indicated to him, PO Alonso, and PO Bentley lhat somebody was driving the 
Buick northbound on S. Wallace St toward W. 93rd SL PO Kerr related that upon gaining this Inlonnation, PO Alonso drove their 
unmarked vehicle toward 93/Wallace. PO Kerr related that PO Alonso was able to stop their vehicle In front of the Buick at 9301 S. 
Wallace St. He related that their vehicle was facing the front end of the Buick on a slight angle. PO Kerr relaled lhat upon exiling 
ihe vehicle, he moved to the driver's side of the Buick and announced his office by staling, "Police! Let me see your hands!" PO 
Kerr related that he observed the passenger of the Buick extend his hand from the passenger side of the car and fire multiple shots 
toward PO Alonso. Fearing for his life and PO Alonso’s life, PO Kerr related that he began firing his service weapon at the 
passenger of the Buick. PO Kerr related thal the passenger of the Buick then began firing In his direction, PO Kerr related that the 
passenger was partially outside the passenger window of the Buick. PO Kerr related thal the passenger was shooting at him from 
ihis angle. PO Keir related that he continued to fire shots while making his way to the rear of his unmarked vehicle for cover. PO 
! Kerr related that he made his way to the rear driver's side door of his unmarked police vehicle, PO Kerr related thal the passenger 
: of the Buick continued to shoot at him, PO Kerr related that he continued firing his service weapon at the passenger. PO Kerr 
related lhat he saw PO Alonso on the southeast side of 93/Waflace. PO Kerr related that PO Alonso told him that he was shot. f’O 
Kerr related that he tried to direct PO Alonso lo hide behind a nearby tree on the southeast corner of 93/Wallac©, He related that 
f’O Alonso Was subsequently able lo gel behind said tree.

PO Kerr related that the passenger of ihe Buick continued to move while inside the vehicle. PO Kerr related that he never saw the 
passenger throw his weapon outside of the Buick. PO Kerr netated that he called out to F‘0 Alonso for additional ammunition. PO 
Kerr related that PO Alonso threw him a magazine. PO Kerr related that the magazine that PO Alonso threw to him contained .45 
caliber bullets, PO Kerr related that he was using a .40 caliber handgun during this incident, 

PO Kerr related that the passenger of the Buick stopped shooting. Furthermore PO Karr related that the passenger stopped 
moving while inside the Buick. PO Kerr related that he ceased firing his weapon. PO Kerr related that he was able to approach the 
passenger side oi the vehicle. He related that he observed a slida-iocked handgun in the hands of the offender (nka Malik 
Shabazz). PO Kerr related that Shabazz's finger was still on the trigger of the aforementioned handgun. PO Kerr related that he 
took the handgun from Ihe hands of the offender and he threw it to the east side of the street. PO Karr related that he. along with 
other assIstunitSjWereabietoremovelheoffOTder from the Buick and place him into custody. PO Kerr related that the driver of 
the Buick eventually removed from the vehicle by other 

It was later determined that PO Kerr had fired his service weapon (Clock, .40 caliber) thirty-eight (38) times during this incident. 

The weapon was Inventoried under CPD invontoiy number 13191998. Thirty-seven (37) expended casings were recovered and 
accounted for on scene. PO Kerr used Winchester ,40 Smith and Wesson ammunition. Any other inquiries Into the weapon should 
be referred to the "Evidence" portion ol a corresponding "Progress-Violent (Scene)” report. It should be noted that PO Kerr did not 
sustain any injuries as a result of this incident, it should luiUier be noted that PO Keir related that at no time while he discharged 
his weapon were the other police officers in his line of fire. 

R/Ds located PO J. Bentley #13297 on scene. R/Ds interviewed PO Bentley who related the following information in essence but 
not verbatim. PO Bentley essentially related the same Information that was previously described by PO Kerr with respect to the 
events liiat occurred prior to the shooting. PO Bentley related that his call sign on 06-JUN-2014 was 6728A. He related lhat on 
the same date, he was dressed in dvllian clothing with his police credentials evident. PO Bentlay related that he, PO Alonso, and 
PO Kerr waited near 93/P3mell as PO Simmons and PO Wrobel conducted surveillance on the aforementioned Buick. PO Bentley 
related that upon hearing that the Buick was driving northbound on S. Wallace St, PO Alonso drove westbound on W 93rd St from 
their location. He related that PO Alonso eventually got to 9301 S. Wallace St. PO Bentlay related that PO Alonso was able to stop 
their vehicle in front of the Buick, PO Bentley related that PO Alonso had activated (he blue emergency lights on their vehicle. PO 
Bentley further related thal their vehicle’s spotlights were shining upon the Buick. PO Bentley related lhal upon exiting the vehicle, 
he heard PO Alonso yell, "Policel Show me your handsl” PO Bentley related that he observed Ihe person in the front passenger 
seat of the Buick rapidly shoot In the direction of himself and PO Alonso, ultimately striking PO Alonso. PO Ben Hey related that he 
attempted to take cover by a tree located on the southwest side of the iniersection of 93/Wallace. Bentley related thal after a short 
time, he was able to move toward a smaller Iree on the same side of the intersection. He related that he took cover behind this 
other tree lhat was closer to the Buick, PO Bentley related lhat the passenger of the Buick continued to shoot at the police officers 
PO Bentlay, in fear of his life as well as the lives of Ihe other police officers, related thal he fired multiple rounds from his service 
weapon at the passenger of the Buick, PO Bentley related that the passenger of the Buick eventually stopped shooting his 
weapomPO Bentley related that the passenger (Shabazz) of the Buick was eventually taken into custody and the driver 
J^Hmillllllwas removed from the vehicle as well. 

It was later determined that PO Bentley had firad four (4) rounds from his service weapon (Glock, .40 caliber) during this Incident. 
The weapon w'as Inventoried under CPD inventory number 13191987. All of his expended casings ware recovered and accounted 
for on scene. PO Bentlay used Ft/P .40 caliber Smith and Wesson ammunition. Any other Inquiries about the weapon should be 
referred to the "Evidence" portion of a corresponding "Progress-Violent (Scene]" report. It should be noted that PO Bentley did not 
sustain any injuries as a result of this Incident. It should further be noted lhat PO Beniley related lhat at no time while he 
discharged his weapon were the other police officers in his line of fire. 

R/Os located PO L. Simmons #13466 on scene. PO Simmons related Ihe following information in essence but not verbatim. PO 
Simmons related that on 06-JUN-2014, she was assigned to the GEU. PO Simmons related that her partner on this dale was PO 
Wrobel. She related that their call sign was Bt.672 8G PO Sim mons related that she was the passenger in their unmarked CPD 
vehicle {vehicle number 42S4; Illinois license plate PO Wrobel was the driver. She related that their vehicle was a 

box-style, four-door Ford Crown Vlcloria, PO Simmon-s related that she was dressed in civilian attire with visible police credentials 
on her person, PO Simmons lhat on this same date, she and PO Wrobel were working on the same gang team as PO Beniley. PO 
Kerr, and PO Alonso. 

PO Simmons related lhat PO Kerr had informed her and PO Wrobel about Ihe Information that was gained from the anonymous 
source. PO Simmons related that she was able to observe a Buick parked near 9351 S. Wallace St that matched the description 
given by the anonymous source. She related that she and PO Wrobel set up surveillance on the Buick from 94/Lowe (southwest 
comer), PO Simmons related that the other aforementioned police officers waited nearby In their police vehicle. PO Simmons 
related that she observed the Buick drive northbound on S. Wallace St toward W. 93rd SI. PO Simmons related lhat she and PO 
Wrobel notified the other officers that the Buick was in motion. She related lhal she and PO Wrobel traveled northbound on S. 

Lows St toward W, 93rd St before turning eastbound on W, 93rcl St toward S. Wallace St. She related thal while driving on S, Lowe 
St she could see the Buick driving northbound on S. Wallace St. PO Simmons related that she observed the unmarked CPD 
vehicle that was being operated by her team members parked In front of the aforementioned Buick. She related that the unmarked 
CPD vehicle had its emergency lights activated and its spotiigbls directed at the Buick. She related tfiat as she and PO Wrobel 
were about halfway between S. Lowe St and S, Wallace St on W. 93rd St, she saw gunshots coming from the area where hor team 
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members had stopped the Buick. PO Simmons related that she saw muzzle flashes coming from the passenger side ol Ihs Buick. 
Simmons related ihal she and her partner parked the police vehicle Just northwest of the intersection of 9301 S. Wallace St. She 
related that she tried to get out of her police vehicle but she was unable to do so, PO Simmons related dial bullets were siriklng her 
police vehicle, 

PO Simmons related that she, in fear of her life as well as the lives of the other police officers, fired her service waspon at the 
Buick from the passenger seal of her police vehicle. She related that her passenger door was open while this was taking place. 

She related that PO Wrobel had already exited the police vehicle and he was calling oul lo her. PO Simmons related that bullets 
were still headed In her direction. PO Simmons related that she was eventually able to exit her police vehicle when some of the 
shots had stopped going In her direction. She related that she made her way to the back of her police vehicle with PO Wrobel, She 
related that she was then able to make her way toward the rear of the other police vehicle near PO Kerr. PO Simmons related that 
PO Alonso was behind a tree on the southeast side of the Intersection of 93/Wallace. She related that PO Alonso was yelling that 
he was shot. She related that PO Wrobel was able to get back Inside the driver's seat of their police vehicle. She related that PO 
Wrobel subsequently drove to the area of PO Alonso in order to assist him. PO Simmons related that she heard PO Kerr yell out to 
PO Alonso for additional ammunition. She related that PO Alonso had thrown a magazine toward PO Kerr but the magazine slid 
under the unmarked police SUV, PO Simmons related that she was able to retrieve the magazine and give It to PO Kerr. She 
related that the magazine was incompatible with the handgun that PO Kerr was utilizing during this Incident. 

PO Simmons related that she was able to approach the Buick with her weapon drawn. She related that she was yelling for the 
passenger of the Buick lo show his hands. She related biat PO Kerr was with her as well as other additional assist units. PO 
Simmons related that PO Kerr was able to reach Inside the Buick and remove a handgun that was still in the hands of the Suick's 
passenger. She related that she observed PO Kerr throw the weapotU^he ground. She related that the passenger (Shabazz) was 
removed from the Buick. PO Simmons related that the driver eventually taken oul of the Buick as well, 

it was later determined that PO Simmons had fired her service weapon {Sig Sauer, 9mm) a total of seven (7) times during this 
incident. The weapon was inventoried under CPD inventory number 13191977. All of her expended casings were recovered and 
accounted tor on scene. PO Simmons used WIN Luger 9mm +P arnmunliion. Any other Inquiries about the weapon should be 
referred to the "Evidence" ponton of a corresponding "Progress-Violent {Scene)" report. It should be noted that PO Simmons did 
not sustain any iniuries ss a result of this indderU. It should further be noted that PO Simmons related that at no time while she 
discharged her weapon were the other police olficers in her line of fire. 

R/Ds located PO M. Wrobel #11688 on scene. PO Wrobel related the following information in essence but not verbatim, PO Wrobel 
essentially related the same information that has been previously described by PO Simmons, PO Bentley, and PO Kerr, PO 
Wrobel related that on 06-JUN 2014 he was dressed in civilian attire with his police credentials evident. He related teat he was 
assigned to Bt.6728G with PO Simmons In tee same unmarked CPD vehicle that was previously described by PO Simmons. 

PO Wrobel related that upon observing the aforementioned Buick drive northbound on S. Wallace SI from the approximate location 
of 9351 S. Wallace St, he drova northbound on S. Lowe St with PO Simmons, PO Wrobel related that he then turned eastbound on 
W. 93rcl St from S. Lowe St toward S. Wallace St, PO Wrobel related that upon approaching the alley between S, Lowe St and S. 
Wallace St on W. 93rd SL he heard gunfire coming from the area where the other aforementioned police oflicers had slopped the 
Sulck. PO Wrobel related that upon approaching 9301 S. Wallace St, he observed the passenger ol tee Buick firing a handgun in 
the direction of the other police officer conducting tee initial traffic slop. He related that he also observed PO Kerr firing his 
handgun back at the passenger of said Buick. 

PO Wrobel related that he parked and exited his vehlda. He related that he relocated to the rear of his vehiclB, PO Wrobel related 
that he told PO Simmons to exit the vehicle as well. He related that PO Simmons told him that she was unable to exit tee car, PO 
Wrobel related teat she could not exit the car because bullets were striking their vehicle. PO Wrobel related that tee passenger of 
the Buick was still firing his handgun. PO Wrobel related teal, in fear of his life and the lives of tee other police officers, ho fired his 
service weapon at the passenger of the Buick. 

PO Wrobel related that while firing bis weapon at the passenger of tee Buick, he was struck with a bullet upon his Kevlar vest. He 
related teat the shot sent him backward whereupon he landed against the rear bumper of his police car. PO Wrobel related teat he 
saw the bullet fall from his Kevlar ve,sl. He related that he heard PO Alonso yell, "I’m shotl" PO Wrobel related teal he was able to 
then fire more rounds at the passenger of the Buick. PO Wrobet related that PO Simmons was able to exit their police vehicle and 
relocate toward him in the rear of the car, PO Wrobel related that the passenger of the Buick was still firing a handgun. PO Wrobel 
related that he was able lo gel into his police vehicle and drive toward PO Alonso's location. He related that PO Alonso was next to 
a tree. PO Wrobel related Ihal he assisted PO Alonso in getting into his vehicle. He related that he drove PO Alonso lo the 
hospital. 

PO Wrobel was eventually taken to Christ Hospital. PO Wrobel sustained bruising to his chest area from the aforementioned 
fncideni. He was treated and released from the hospital per Or. Smith-Singares on 07-JUN-2014, An inspection of his Kevlar vest 
revealed damage from tee bullet that struck him (See "Evidence'’), 

It was later determined that PO Wrobel fired his service weapon (Beretta, 9mm) eleven (11) limes during this incident. All of tee 
expended casings ware recovered and accounted for on scene, PO Wrobal used his Luger 9mm -f-P ammunition. The weapon 
inventorisd under CPD Inventory nurnber 13191969. Any Other inquiries into the weapon should be referred to the "Evidence" 
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portion of a corresponding "Progress-Vlolenl [Scene]" report, ii should be noted that PO Wrobel related that ai no lime while he 
discharged his weapon were the other police officers in his line of fire. 

It should be noted that PO Wrobel showed R/Ds the approximate area where he felt the bullet strike him in his Kevlar vest. At the 
location, R/Ds observed a bullet slug that was later labeled under marker ”1" at the location of 602 W. 93rd St by FI Smith. 

PO Matlob (8t.2233R) and J. Hladik #14846 (B1.65S6D) were among ihe first assist police officers on scene. Both of Die police 
officers related that they saw PO Kerr remove a handgun from the hands of Malik Shabazz. No other responding units (the 
aforementJoned police officers Included) witnessed the actual shooting Incident. 


It should be noted dial Evidence Technician (ET) S. Mendlola-Kunis #9981 processed all four (4) of the weapons used by the 
aforementioned police officers. Present for the processing were OCIC Vslez, Del. Colvin, and Det. Walsh. The collection of the 
weapons took place In the Ares South Detective Bureau Administrative Staff Office. 



In addition to photographing the aforementioned items, ET Mendiofa-Kunls photographed PO Kerr, PO Simmons, and PO Bentley 
In the civilian clothing that they wore when this incident occurred. All of the aforementioned Inveniories and photography took place 
In the Area South Detective Bureau, 


ET Mendlola-Kunis processed the vehicle that was used by PO Wrobel and PO Slmtuons when this Incident occurred (vehicle 
number 4254). Ttie vehicle was No additional cartridge casings were recovered from 

the vehicle. ET Mendlola-Kunis toofnJhotogmpn^nn^amag^hanfi^Siicle sustained as a result of this incident. Any other 
inquiries about the aforernenlloned inventories and photography should be directed to a supplemental report created by ET 
IVlendiola-KunIs as well as the "Evidence" portion of a corresponding "Progress-Violent (Scane)" report. 

R/Ds were able to Inferview PO J. Alonso #16523. PO Alonso related the following information In essence but not verbatim. PO 
Alonso essentially reiaied the same information jhal has been described by the other four (4) Interviewed police officers. PO 
Alonso related that as he exited the driver's side of his police vehicle, he slated, "Policel Show your handsl" PO Alonso related that 
almost immediately the passenger of the aforementioned Buick (Shabazz) fired a handgun at him. PO Alonso related that he 
sustained a GSW to his right leg. PO Alonso related that he fell to the ground. PO Alonso related that the offender continued to fire 
the handgun at him. PO Alonso related that, in fear for his life, he fired multiple rounds from Ns service weapon el the passenger. 
PO Alonso related that ha eventually made his way to a tree on the southeast comer of the intersection around 9301 S, Wallace St 
for cover. PO Alonso related that in the process of moving toward the tree, he dropped his weapon to the ground. He related that 
the offender continued to shoot at him and Ihe other mentioned police officers, PO Alonso related that at some point, PO Kerr 
requested additional ammuntiion from him. PO Aonso related that he threw a magazine to PO Kerr, PO Alon.so later found out that 
PO Kerr was using a .40 caliber handgun. PO Alonso was using a .45 caliber handgun on the date of tills incident. 

iPO Alonso related that PO Wrobel was able to drive to his location. PO Alonso related that PO Wrobel assisted him by getting him 
inside the vehicle, PO Aonso related that PO Wrobel was going to drive to Christ Hospital. PO Alonso related that he told PO 
Wrobel to get to LCM because he worried about the amount of blood that was present from his wound. PO Alonso related that he 
was later transferred to Christ Hospital whereupon he was treated and released. 

PO Alonso sustained a GSW to his right thigh area. He was transferred to Christ Hospital by EMS#30. The bullet traveled through 
and through the thigh, PO Alonso was treated and released by 07-JUN-2014. 

It was later determined that PO Alonso had fired fourteen (14) rounds from his service weapon during this Incident, Thtrtseri (13) 
expended cartridge casings were recovered and accounted for on scene. The weapon was inventoried under CPD inventory 
number 13191889. PO Alonso used Winchester .45 caliber ammunition. The weapon was processed by FI Smith on scene. Any 
other inquiries about the weapon should be referred to the "Evidence" portion of a corresponding "Progress-Violant [Scene]” 
report. It should be noted that PO Alonso related that at no time while he discharged his weapon were the other police officers in 
his line of fire. 

It should be noted that R/Ds had contacted the Cook County State's Attorney’s Office Felony Review Division, Assistant State’s 
Attornsy (ASA) J. Henning relocated to the Area South Detective Bureau, PO Kerr. PO Bentley, PO Simmons, and PO Wrobel 
were all interviewed by ASA Henning on 07-JUN-2014. PO Henning Interviewed PO Alonso on 09-JUN-2014, 

Alt of the aforementioned weapons used by the listed police otRcsrs were clear and registered to each respective officer. The 
weapon used by Msilk Shabazz was clear and not registered. Any other Inquiries into the details ol the weapons and the registry of 
those weapons should be directed to the "Weapons" portion of a corresponding "Progress-Violent (Scene)” report. The weapons 
information is also detailed in supplemental reports that were generated by FI Smith and ET Mendiola-Kunis.

Per the hospital staff, Shabajs had been receiving regular morphine medication since hIs admission to 
the hospital. WDs and the ASA elected not to attempt an Interview with Shabazz at that time. 


On 08-JUN-2014. after reviewing toe facts of this case. ASA G. Canelils approved charges against Malik Shabazz IR# 1421084 
for Attempt Murder to a Peace Officer. Five (5) counts were levied against Shabazz. An initial court dale was sal for 09-JUN-2014 
at Branch 66 In the Leighton Criminal Courthouse (Cook County). 

On 11-JUN-2014, a Major Case Review (MCR) was conducted at the Illinois State Police (ISP) Forensic Laboratory located at 
1941 W, Roosevelt Rd. Get. Lieber was present with Area South Evidence Coordinator Oet, A. Watson #20846. Members of IPRA 
were also In attendance as was F| Smith. 

On 15-JUM-2014, R/Os authored a Search Warrant (USW6088) In order to further search the Bulck Regal that has been 
previously described In this report. Del. Killeen was the affiant of said Search Warrant. On 16-JUN-2014. R/Ds presented the 
■Search Warrant to the Honorable Judge Timothy J. Joyce #1916 at the Leighton Criminal Courthouse (Cook County). After 
reviewing the facts contained in the Search Warrant, Judge Joyce inscribed his signature. A copy of the Search Warrant was 
Inventorlad under CPD Invantory number 13199460. 

Pursuant to said search warrant, FI Smith conducted a llirther search on the Suick Regal that Is owned by Malik Shabazz, The 
search took place on 17-JUN-2014 at 5555 W. Grand Ave (auto pound 4). The search revealed one (1) additional Hornady 9mm 
expended cartridge casing on the driver's side floor ol the vehicle. Additional fired bullets and metal tragments were recovered 
from both the drivers side door and the passenger .side door, rear seal, and the front passenger floor. Any other inquiries Into this 
pari of the investigation should be referred to a supplemental report that was created by FI Smith and the "Evidanca" portion of a 
corresponding "Progress-Violent (Scene)" report. 

The investigation has revealed that ten (10) 9mm Hornady cartridge casings ware recovered during this Investigation, The Hornady 
casings were all exclusively discharged by the KelTec 9mm handgun that was used by the offender (Malik Shabazz) of this 
incident. 

On Ol-JUL-2014, Malik Shabazz IRi#1421084, was Indicted by the Cook County Grand Jury (JUN361) for charges that Include but 
are not limited to five (5) counts of Attempt Murder of a Peace Officer, 

The investigation has revealed that all of the involved Chicago Police Officers were justified in their use of force against Shabazz. 
The investigation has revealed that the police officers were In compliance with the Use of Force model as determined by the 
Chicago Police Department. 

Based on the fads contained in this report. Ft/Ds request, that this case be classified as CLEARED CLOSED (ARREST AND 
PROSECUTION), 
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
